EVOLVED OUT OF 
WORLD S T R I F E 


NEW 
YORK. J une 
10—After 
eig ht y ears of the wailing of air 
raid sirens, the roar of guns and 
bursting of bombs, a new child 
haa been ev olv ed in Europe, M<a. 
Edna Blue, executiv e Chairman of 
the Foster Parents' Plan for War 
Children said today . 
A composite picture of this new 
child would find one who expects 
air raids at a certain time each 
day . and if the raid does not come, 
suffers from nerv ousness almost 
aa 
much as though planes 
had 
dropped the anticipated bomba. 
The 
child 
isn't 
bothered 
by 
hav ing to liv e underground, ev en 
for day s at a time, and squints 
when he sees day light. He has no 
idea there are places where lig hts 
gleam from window* a t night and 
people 
go their way * 
without 
olackouta. 
The new child haa nev er seen 
an orange, and considers a fresh 
egg a g rea t treat. 
This picture of the pitiful little 
v ictim s of war was gleaned from 
report* 
of the 
Foster 
Pa rents’ 
Plan sta ff members and psy cholo­ 
g ists. 
Since the plan 
established 
Its first children’s colony in Spain, 
in 1936, more than 2 0 , 0 0 0 case his­ 
tories hav e been studied of Polish, 
Maltese, French, Belgian, Czech, 
Dutch, Spanish, British, Norweg ­ 
ian, Hungarian, Danish and Ger­ 
man children. 
“ One conclusion has been es­

If the 
Germans can thus delay Allied oc­ 
cupation for “ four or fiv e day s.” It 
w&a said, the German general sta ff 
would consider the operation well 
worth while.

Meanwhile, the German ability 
to mass troops in the inv asion pe­ 
ninsula is being hampered by their 
necessity to maintain seg m ents of ! 
their armies all along the occupied 
coastline from Spain to Norway . 
Gen. Eisenhower has committed 
only a small portion of his a v a il­ 
able streng th in the fig hting thus 
far, and the Na zis undoubtedly 
hav e been alerted along the entire 
European 
perimeter 
fa cing 
the 
British isles, in anticipation of the 
possibility of other major landings 
Through the first four day s of 
fig hting , according to m ilitary ob­ 
serv ers, the weather has been un- j 
fav orable for the Allies— particu­ 
larly in hampering air operations 
Despite the ov ercasts and rain j 
squalls, howev er, w’hich hav e per­ 
mitted the Na zis to mass troop, 
with less-than-anticipated observ a­ 
tion by the Allies, the ov er-all 
progress of the inv asion is consid­ 
ered "sa tisfa ctory .’*

place.” one observ er told reporters. 
“ There is no decisiv e thing one can 
point to on one side or the other.” 
New and drastic German order* 
a g a inst the mov ement of French­ 
men in their owm country were in­ 
terpreted aa a heartening sign that 
the Na zis may be beginning to 
feel the effect* of the underground.

Wildcat f i gh t e r planes and 
Swordfish fighter-b omb era, flying 
throu gh su b -zero Arctic gales alter 
taking off from the escort carrier 
in pitching, mu rderou s seas, sight­ 
ed the U-b oats, sank tw’o of them, 
prob ab ly sank two others and 
damaged several more. 
In addition, the planes, flying in 
weather so freezing that ice had 
to b e chipped from the small air­ 
craft carriers flight deck b efore 
they cou ld take off, fou ght aw'ay 
swarms of German aircraft that 
relentlessly 
harried 
th* 
convoy 
from land b ases. 
Despite the series of concentrat­ 
ed, almost continu ou s, attacks, the 
convoy reached Ru ssia withou t the 
loss of a single merchant vessel. 
More than 250,000 tons 
o f tanks, 
gu ns, planes and food arrived safe­ 
ly ready for u se against the enemy 
on the long Ru ssian fighting front. 
The su ccessfu l ou tcome of the 
encou nters is added proof that the 
tide in the war at sea has definitely 
tu rned to the favor of the Allies.

Used in Varied Wa y s 
The small, au xillary carriers are 
u sed in varied ways. Some steam 
along with the many convoys cross­ 
ing the Atlantic protecting the 
merchant and troop ships against 
su b attacks. 
Others attached 
to 
destroyer 
u nits form hu nter or killer grou ps, 
patrolling the sea lanes and seek­ 
ing ou t and b lasting U-b oats, while 
a nu mb er of these vessels are u sed 
to ferry aircraft to Britain and 
Africa. 
In this latter role, the b ab y flat 
tops have a larger aircraft capac­ 
ity than any cargo ship or tanker. 
Scores 
of 
Mu stangs, 
Hellcats, 
Avengers, Thu nderb olts and Ven­ 
geances can b e lashed to flight 
decks and qu ickly transported close 
to varied fighting fronts for imme­ 
diate u se against the enemy. 
Most of the escort carriers sail­ 


ing the seas today are really mass 
produ ced. 
They are constru cted 
with a modified merchant vessel 
hu ll and have conventional propell­ 
ing machinery. 
They differ in that hangar and 
flight decks, the island su perstru c­ 
tu re and the special equ ipment of 
an aircraft carrier replaces the 
u su al cargo vessel holds, decks and 
b ridge stru ctu re.

The chief task of the escort car­ 
riers, at least In the Atlantic, is 
commerce protection and U-b oat 
killing, b u t they have dem onstrat­ 
ed at Salerno and lr. the Gilb erts 
and Marshalls that they possess a 
comb at valu e of Increasing im­ 
portance, 
Equ ipped mainly with fighters 
and

carriers they can give powerfu l 
striking su pport in nu mb ers for an 
amphib iou s operation. 
In spite of early skepticism on 
the part of a nu mb er of m ilitary 
and naval men, the b ab y flat top 
has proved its valu e in action as an 
excellent fighting u nit 
As more and more of the ships 
are commissioned and take their 
places in convoy-protecting and 
task forces, the men who man 
these vessels now are certain th**y 
will b e heard from in increasing 
measu re.

Psychosomatic Medicine 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M.D. 
THE NEW field in medicine 
called psychosomatic medicine has 
attracted the dentists and they 
give promise of producing val­ 
uable advice about some of the

annoying old habits of mankind. 
Psychosomatic medicine aims to 
study the conditions and aberra­ 
tions of mankind which seem to 
be due to the interaction of soul 
and body—psyche—soul, and so­ 
matic—body. These troubles con­ 
stitute about half the worries of 
man and his doctors. 
The particular subjects which 
have been called to my attention 
as engaging the dentist’s investi­ 
gation are teeth grinding and 
clamping 
and 
thumb 
sucking. 
People write to me about these 
things all the time and I never 
know what to tell them because 
none of the methods of treatment 
that have ever been suggested 
seem to me very successful. 
Thumb sucking is the concern 
of the dentist, particularly the 
orthodontist. It has never been 
settled just how much harm it 
does and while it is an unlovely 
habit, the parents at least can be 
assured that it never persists into 
adult life. It may be carried on, 
however, into the ages of five or 
even up to ten and in sueh in- 
ltanees there must be some definite 
maladjustment of environmental 
conditions as the cause. 


Natural Instinct 
Sucking is a perfectly natural 
instinct for infants. Of course, 
thumb sucking is a natural sub­ 
stitute for sucking for nutritional 
purposes. 
The 
infant 
derives 
pleasure, perhaps to some extent 
alleviates 
hunger and relieves 
tension by thumb sucking. When 
no one plays with baby it sucks 
its thumb. 
At what point this habit ceases 
to be helpful and becomes harm­ 
ful and begins to distort the dental 


arch and interfere with the free 
development of the intellect is a 
question that all parents have to I 
decide for themselves. Attempts 
to stop it by mechanical restraints 
are likely to cause more trouble 
and conflicts than they cure. The 
best wisdom the dentists can give 
parents on the subject is in the 
following paragraphs: 
“Do not forget that the activity 
of sucking is normal. In the first 
year to 18 months of life, sucking 
is one of the chief sources of emo­ 
tional satisfaction for the child. 
“If thumb sucking is excessive, 
do not interfere directly with the 
activity. Avoid scolding and pull­ 
ing the thumb out of the mouth, 
avoid mechanical restraints, avoid 
foul-tasting applications and, 
above all, avoid shame, criticism 
and ridicule. 
Encourages Play 
“Play with the child' more of­ 
ten and use play materials suit­ 
able to his age. Encourage him to 
play with other children. 
“See that he has opportunity 
(space) to be active and to ex­ 
plore. 
“If the home atmosphere is not 
one 
of 
happiness, 
ease 
and 
friendliness, the adults should 
strive to make it so rather than to 
concern themselves only with the 
baby’s problem. We must remem­ 
ber that the child’s psychology is 
largely determined by parent- 
child relationships and that a dis­ 
turbance in the emotional life of 
the child can usually be attributed 
to the atmosphere of the home.” 
Champing and grinding teeth is 
a much more complicated problem, 
partly because they lead to wear­ 
ing off the periodontal membrane 
of the teeth. 
Eighty-eight per 
cent of periodontal cases were 
found to have champing, grinding 
habits. Most of the subjects were 
unconscious of them. In almost all 
instances they were found in com­ 
bination w ith m alocclusion, a 
faulty closure of the upper and 
lower teeth. Therefore to adjust 
the malocclusion is the way to do 
away with grinding and champing 
teeth habits.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Psychosomatic Medicine 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M.D. 
TH E NEW field in medicine 
called psychosomatic medicine has 
attracted the dentists and they 
give promise of producing val­ 
uable advice about some of the

annoying old habits of mankind. 
Psychosomatic medicine aims to 
study the conditions and ab e rra­ 
tions of mankind which seem to 
be due to the interaction of soul 
and body—psyche—soul, and so­ 
m atic—body. These troubles con­ 
stitute about half the worries of 
man and his doctors. 
The particular subjects which 
have been called to my attention 
as engaging the dentist'* investi­ 
gation are teeth grinding and 
clamping 
and 
thum b 
sucking. 
People w rite to me about these 
things all the time and I never 
know w hat to tell them because 
none of the methods of treatm ent 
th a t have ever been suggested 
stem to me very successful. 
Thumb sucking is the concern 
of the dentist, particularly the 
orthodontist. 
It has never been 
settled ju st how much harm it 
does and while it is an unlovely 
habit, the parents at least can be 
assured th a t it never persists into 
adult life. It may be carried on, 
however, into the ages of five or 
even up to ten and in sueh in­ 
stances there must be some definite 
m aladjustm ent of environmental 
conditions as the cause. 


Natural Instinct 


Sucking is a perfectly natural 
instinct for infants. 
Of course, 
thum b sucking is a natural sub­ 
stitute for sucking for nutritional 
purposes. 
The 
infant 
derives 
pleasure, perhaps to some extent 
alleviates 
hunger 
and 
relieves 
tension by thumb sucking. When 
no one plays with baby it sucks 
its thumb. 
At w hat point this habit ceases 
to be helpful and becomes harm ­ 
ful and begins to distort the dental 


arch and interfere with the free 
development of the intellect is a 
question th at all parents have to « 
decide for themselves. A ttem pts 
to stop it by mechanical restraints 
are likely to cause more trouble 
and conflicts than they cure. Th* 
best wisdom the dentists can give 
parents on the subject is in the 
following paragraphs: 
“Do not forget th at the activity 
of sucking is normal. In the first 
year to 18 months of life, B ucking 
is one of the chief sources of emo­ 
tional satisfaction for the child. 
“If thumb sucking is excessive. 
do not interfere directly with tha 
activity. Avoid scolding and pull­ 
ing the thumb out of the mouth, 
avoid mechanical restraint*, avoid 
fo u l-ta stin g ap p lica tio n s and, 
above all, avoid shame, criticism 
and ridicule. 


Encourage* Play 
“Play with the child* more of. 
ten and use play m aterials suit­ 
able to his age. Encourage him to 
play with other children. 
“See that he has opportunity 
(space) to be active and to ex­ 
plore. 
“If the home atmosphere is not 
one 
of 
happiness, 
ease 
and 
friendliness, 
the adults should 
strive to make it so rather than to 
concern themselves only with the 
baby’s problem. We m ust remem­ 
ber th a t the child's psychology is 
largely 
determined 
by 
parent- 
child relationships and th at a dis­ 
turbance in the emotional life of 
the child can usually be attributed 
to the atm osphere of the home.** 
Champing and grinding teeth is 
a much more complicated problem, 
partly because they lead to w ear­ 
ing off the periodontal membrane 
of the teeth. 
Eighty-eight per 
cent of periodontal cases were 
found to have champing, grinding 
habits. Most of the subjects were 
unconscious of them. In almost all 
instances they were found in com­ 
b in atio n w ith m alocclusion, a 
faulty closure of the upper and 
lower teeth. Therefore to adjust 
the malocclusion is the way to do 
away with grinding and champing 
teeth habits.

R elated by Centi el Press 4aocuttoa 
COLLXRPS ar* relative# at the 
cabbage family, as well aa a va­ 
riety of kale The green leave# 
have a cabbage flavor but contain 
a higher vitamin content than 
doe* cabbage. Collards therefor* 
are recommended for the Victory 
garden as a protective food. 
Xkuetmted in tin.accompanying 
Garden-Graph ie a young collard 
plant producing edible leaves in 45 
days from the time of sowing th* 
teed. 


The true Georgia collard, illus­ 
trated, grows two ta four feet 


high and produces large, succu­ 
lent light green leaves on quite 
long stems. Then* leave# make de- 
Uciou# boiling “greens.” 
Collard seeds can be planted rn 
a seed bed and transplanted when 
the young plants are about four 
inches high, or seed can be sown 
in the space where the plants are 
to be allowed to grow to maturity. 
If seed is sown lo the garden 
proper then when the plants ars 
well 
started 
they 
should 
be 
thinned to two or three feet apart 
in the row and cultivated in th#

LEARN BRIDGE FAST 
18—Slam Bidding 
TH ER E ARE m any ways of 
reaching a bid of Little Slam or 
Grand Slam when your side is 
lucky enough to have been dealt 
the cards which can make one. On 
the rarest of occasions—you may 
not see this happen in years of 
play—some one player may get a 
holding so freakish th at he is jus­ 
tified in m aking an immediate bid 
of six-odd or even seven-odd, an 
undertaking to score 12 or 13 
tricks respectively. 
Most 
slam s come 
when 
the 
strength is pretty well divided be­ 
tween the two partners. In such 
cases, it is possible to arrive at 
slam contracts In any of several 
different 
ways. 
Or perhaps 
It 
would be better to say there are 
several ways to save you from 
bidding slam s which cannot be 
made. To make a slam necessi­ 
tates 
two 
main 
factors—total 
tnck-taking ability to produce the 
12 or 13 tricks for which you con­ 
tract, and ability to keep the op­ 
ponents from taking the setting 
trick or tricks before you get 
started on your side s tricks. 
Between you and your partner, 
you m ay have the cards with 
which your side could take six 
tricks in spades, five in hearts and 
three In diam onds—a total of 14. 
But it you each hsvs two little 
clubs, the opponents may be able 
to score two tricks In th at suit be­ 
fore you get under way. Hence, 
you lack the necessary “controls.” 
ss many players call them. 
Bearing in mind this factor, you 
m ay find some deals on w’hich 
your side can bid to slam natural­ 
ly. The bidding back and forth 
may go: 1-Spade. 3-Spades, 6- 
Spades. Or 1-Heart, 3-Dlamonda; 
4-Diamonds, 6-Diamonds 
Or 1- 
H eart. 2-No Trum ps; 3-Hearts. 
5-H earts; 6-H earts 
Many good players stick to n at­ 
ural bidding like that to reach 
slams Some prefer to indulge at 


tim es in w hat is called cue-bid­ 
ding. w'hich means the showing of 
location of aces or blank suita 
which can be ruffed. Suppose the 
bidding gets under way like this: 
1-Spade, 3-Spades; 
4-D.amonds. 
The suit, spades, having 
been 
agreed upon, the first bidder Is 
showing first-round control of dia­ 
monds With an ace or blank and 
w ants *hls partner to show any 
first-round control. If he responds 
with 5-Clubs, thereby indicating 
ability to take the first trick in 
clubs, he denies first-round control 
of the more-easily-shown heart 
ace or blank. T hat m ay be just 
w hat the first man fears, or just 
w hat he w ants to hear. He can 
then bid slam or sign off at five. 
A nother conventional siam sig­ 
nal is a bid of an opponent’* suit 
afte r you have heard a bid by your 
partner. In th a t situation it indi­ 
cates ability to take the first trick
